Mr. Finn is on his way to Sturgis from 
Frankfort, where he was in attendance 
at Federal court, as the motion to en- 
join the commission came up before 
Juuge Cochran Monday. 

"If the injunction asked by the Lou- 
dlle and Nashville railroad is made 
permanent," Mr. Finn continued "the 
McChord act, which gives the commis- 
sion power to hold rates extortionate 
and fix reasonable rates, is declared un- 
constitutional the commission will be 
without authority. 

"The particular case is that of the 
Greenbrier Distilling company against 
the railroad. The concern applied to 
the commission for relief from extor- 
tion on the part of the Louisville & 
Nashville. It has been the custom of 
the Lov.isville & Nashville to grant the 
Greenbrier company a rate of 10 cents 
and then allow it a rebate of 3 cents. 

This fact was brought to the at- 
tention of the Federal grand jury, 
indictment was returned against the 
railroad and it was fined $ 10,000. After 
fine was assessed the railroad in- 
creased the rate to ten cents. The 
commission ruled, however, that a rate 
ven cents was reasonable and so 
fixed it. When it tried to put the ruling

If n n-otnnn should step 
over It or enter n ennoe in which It lies 
the club would lose all Its power and 
would be useless ever afterward.

lie said nothing to anybody, but sel 
to work building models and eiperl 
mentlng. His difficulties were enor 
nn i us, for he not only bad to make bis 
own wheels, cogs. etc.. but he had also 
first to forge his own tools and even 
to manufacture the paint wherewith 
to color bis many plans and drawings 

But he succeeded In the end. and. 
though the outbreak of war and other 
hindrances prevented the Invention 
from being actually placed ii|ion the 
market until many years afterward, 
the first complete cotton gin ever con 
structed was built from those very 
models and plans and with scarcely a 
single alteration.
